PHYSICAL CULTURE 
IN GERMANY 


ITS ORGANISATION 
EXPLAINED 


-“ 


Herre von TSCHAMMER UND OSTEN. 


The principles anderlying a system of 
physical training, as we in Germany con- 
ceive them (writes Hans von Tschammer un: 
Osten, the Reich Sport Leader), and . which 
we are attempting to put into practice, 
require that there shall be a strong central 
organisation formed for the purpese of 
establishing the rules and regulations 
necessary for the maintenance and develop- 
ment of such a system. We have accord- 
ingly carried out this idea by founding an 
organisation known-as the Reich League 
of Physical Culture’ (eichsbund fur 
Leibesubungen), which embraces all branches 
of athletic sport. 


CULTURAL REFORMS 


It was not, as is so frequently surmised 
abroad, because of a ridiculous craze for the 
indiscriminate centralising of everything 
that led in 19335 to such radical reforms in 
the field of physical culture and organised 
athletics, but rather because National 
Socialism felt deeply concerned for the future 
of the German nation from a _ purely 
biological standpoint, and at the same time 
was earnestly desirous of preserving its high 
standards of culture, and of. freeing it from 
political, religious and economic discord, The 
first: measures taken towards reforming the 
athletic associations and clubs comprised the 
dissolution of the Marxist associations and 


the assimilating of their members into 
National Socialist Germany. As early as 
Whitsuntide. 1935. on the occasion of the 


celebration of the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the German Gymnastic Society (Deutsche 
T'urnerachaft), held. at Coburg, 1 was able to 
state that the expectations of the athletes and 
sportsmen holding Nationa) Socialist views 
had been fulfilled—namely, that the reforms 
which had been instituted in all walks of 
life throughout the Reich had extended to 
the sphere of physical culture also. The 
leaders of the Deutsche Turnerschaft, 
the largest athletic association in Ger- 
many, performed an _ inestimable service 
when of their own accord they instituted pro- 
ceedings to dissolve this enormous organisa- 
tion, thereby furnishing nearly two million 
German gymnasts to form the nucleus of the 
Reich League of Physical Culture. 

Although the League disbanded the other 
larger associations, it did nothing to disturb 
local. centres of gymnastic and athletic acti- 
vity, which, after all, constitute the back- 
bone of national physical culture. According 
to my latest estimates, there are no less than 
45.000 of these loca] clubs, all of which have 
been incorporated into the League just as 
they were. The amount of athletic material 
which is developed and trained by these local 
clubs could be seen in the preparations they 
made for the international sport festival of 
“Olympia “ 


ORGANISATION 


It goes without saying that all of these 
45,000 local organisations cannot be managed 
from Berlin. The diversity of the various 
geographical regions aad of the genealogical 
groups which compose the German nation 
requires that these organisations be divided 
into more or less regional units, 
sixteen such units to make up the 
Reich League. The German term for 
the unit is ' Gau.” Each unit, or “ gau,”’ 
takes in a certam number of groups, which 
form the intermediate organisation between 
the units, or “ gau” managers and those of 
the local clubs, so that the latter are thus in 
direct connection wtih the central organisa- 
tion of the whole Reich. 

The administrative work of the Reich 
League of Physical Culture is most compre- 
hensive, but is carried on quietly and 
systematically, so that there is no danger of 
there growing up an “hierarchy of athletic 
officials." One thing, however, t required

years attending high school or one of the 
occupational me Se go and, finally, the men's 
organisations—“ 8.A.,” “8.8.,” “N.S.K.K.” 
and P.O.—to students at the universities, 
and colleges. To this list belongs also the 
voluntary ‘‘Labour Service’’ organisation, 
which was not established as a melitary for- 
mation, but as a school of hard training, in 
which every German (up to a certain - age), 
and especially every x boinn must 
learn how to earn his living by manual 
labour. The Labour Service, like tne school, 
is. a State educational institution, just as the 
marty, which is a voluntary creation of 
National Socialism, is a school of German 
Socialism. Within the party itself, and all 
of its constituent organisations, the most 
emphasis is laid on the training of char- 
acter, and in this case particularly on the 
training of political character. Political 
training presupposes political instruction to 
make clear to every German the principles 
of the National Socialist viewpoint, and with 
this is co-ordinated a system of physical 
training designed to strengthen and harden 
the body, We can note how physical culture 
runs through all of our educational institu- 
tions like a vein of red, never to be severed 
as long as education itself continues to 
exist. Physical culture in the schools, as 
well as physical culture in the party and in 
the Labour Service, is so arranged that the 
two never clash, hut cne is always the com- 
plement of the other. 


THE GERMAN ARMY 


Physical training finds its culmimation in 
tha training undergore in the German Army. 
Even although hasal culture is here 
secondary in its importance to technical mili- 
tary training, yet those in command in the 
(icrman Army fully realice of what great ad- 
vantage it is if every recruit enlisted is a 
good athlete. This alone means that he pos- 
sesses the best foundation for his military 
training. Moreover, the military authorities 
by no means under«<stimate the value of 
physical culture in connection with military 
s.rvice itself. The regulations regarding sport 
in the Army do not omit mention of physica! 
culture, although this cannot be carried on 
along such comprehensive lines as in the civil 
organisations. Enough 1s prescribed, how- 
ever, to keep every soldier physically hard 
and fit and agile. 

It may quite properly be asked how all 
these various spheres of activity are co- 
ordinated. This question strikes at the crux 
of the whole problem, for upon its solution 
depends the succed’s or failure of the entire 
plan. Germany is governed to-day according 
to the principles of personal leadership. That 
is to say, Reich Chancellor Adolf Hitler does 
not merely exercise administrative functions, 


but stands at the head of Germany’s political 
life both at home and abroad, and he is alone 
responsible for every measure that is taken. 
In addition to this, he is the leader of the 
National Socialist Party, which, as soon as it 
had begun its struggle to come into power, 
inscribed on its banner the political watch- 
word of National Socialist attitude—namely, 
“ Totality “”; and te this principle it has 
steadfastly adhered. That means that this 
idea must be carried out at all costs by every 
organisation in Germany concerned with 
physical culture, if such an organisation is 
not to become separated from national life, 
or even opposed to it. When Í was ap 
pointed by Herr Hitler to be Reich Sport 
Leader, [ took this principle as my guide, 
and proceeded to come to an understanding 
with the League of Physical Culture and the 
National Socialist Party and subsidiary 
organisations; also with the Young Hitler 
Organisation, on the one hand, and the 
Labour Service and the Army, on the other.

PLACE OF IRO-SCOTTISH 
ORNAMENT 


There was a distinguished gathering at 
the Royal Society of Antiquaries’ Rooms, 65 
Merrion sguare, Dublin, last night, when Dr. 
Peter Meyer, Professor at the Federal Techni- 
val University in Zurich, lectured on “ TIro- 
Scottish Ornament and the Art of Mediaeval 
Europe.” 

M. Benziger (the Swiss 
presided. 

Professor Peter Meyer's lecture was illus- 
trated by lantern slides. In the course of it 
he said that the peculiarity of Iro-Scottish 
art, as compared with Continental art, con- 
sisted in the fact that in it the cultural im- 
pulse of Christianity led to an enhanced ap- 
preciation of native prehistoric art, while on 
the’ Continent the same impulse caused pre- 
historic culture to be supplanted or oyer- 
laid by late classical forms. 

Iro-Scottish art was the last and richest 
flowering of prehistoric art. All later classi- 
cal elements, he said, were, so to speak,, re- 
translated into the prehistorical ornamental 
style. Irish ornament was the expression of 
a pre-logical- mentality, while classical art 
represented a more developed level of human

consciousness.

Spanish Adventure 


Whether or not one agrees with the 
action of t members of General 
O’ Duffy’s “‘ brigade” in going to Spain, it 
is to be ho that they will not meet 
with experiences of the kind that befell 


some predecessors of theirs who went to - i 
Spain just a century ago on a similar, 


mission. These were the members of the 
“ British Legion,” who entered. the 
Spanish civil war of 1835-6 on the side of 
Queen Isabella, who was opposed by the 
forces of Don Carlos, her uncle. | Very 


‘much the same condition of things existed 


in the Spain of that day as exists now ; 
the fighting, too, was mostly in the north 
rt of the country—Bilbao, San 


Sebastian, Santander, etc. The Britis 


contingent, which-numbered nearly 10,000 
men and included cavalry, was an entirely 
unoficial force so far as Britain was 
concerned. It was raised chiefly im 
London, Birmingham and Edinburgh, but 
there must have been many Irishmen in 
it. Its commander—Sir George de Lacy 
Evans—was of Irish family. No complete 
history of the force was ever written, but, 
from contemporary newspapers and letters 
of the participants, what happened is 
known. It is a sorry story, and a vivid 
illustration of the risks that attend 
engaging in other people 's wars. 


Ill-Starred Enterprise 


The moment the legionaries landed the 
Carlists announced. that these foreigners 
were mterlopers in Spain and that any of 
them made prisoner would be shot. The 
threat was carried out. The war, in 
fact, was carried on with the same 
ferocity as that of to-day. What was 
worse, though, was the treatment the 
legionaries received from their own side. 
None of the promites made to them were 
kept. -.Their clothing fell into rags with 
the rigours of service in terrible weather 
and was not renewed. They were left to 
starve, and their pay was hopelessly in 
arrear. Most of their casualties died 
from lack of hospital treatment. The 
Spanish generals, time after time, ‘“let 
One 
of these generals, during a critical opera- 
tion, marched his men off the field with- 
out even telling Evans of the withdrawal). 
Another, who was to cover Evans's right 
in a big attack, set out, but never reached 
the field. “Evans, who had to retire with 
heavy loss, found later that the Spanish 
general had feturned to his camp because 
it was raining! Yet, famished and ill. 
treated as they were by their allies, the 
Jegionaries fought bravely, and they and 
their general were distinguished for their 
merciful ..behaviour towards _ beaten 
enemies. The end of the legion was 
tragic, the few survivors reaching England 
in a state of destitution. Evans seems to 
have done his best for his men, but could 
make ro headway with the Spanish 
authorities. 


The National Animal

mainly into the hands of professional

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_ ‘Sin,—The excellent letter on civic planting 
in your issue of to-day raises the question 
as to why certain trees which are highly 
prized elsewhere—even faking their place as 
poster illustrations—hardly appear in our 
repertoire. Foremost is the Acacia, commonly 
known as ‘ Mimosa,’’ which is the pride of 
the gardens on the Riviera, flowering 
branches of which are sold here as decoration. 
Not only does this flower in profusion 
virtually the whole winter, but its foliage is 
the most delicate evergreen foliage in 
existence. I have seen large trees growing 
out of doors im this country inland, where 
the climate is far less suitable than that 
along our County Dublin seaboard. I have 
hardly seen a single specimen either in the 
Howth or Dun Laoghaire neighbourhoods. 
One can get a packet of Acacia Dealbata 
seeds, or an assortment of varieties, for a 
few pence. They grow easily from seed, and 
make fine flowering saplings within five 
years or 80. 

Another attractive, but neglected, plant 1s 
the fan palm, known either as Chamerrops 
Fortunei, or Trachycarpus Excelsa (it also 
has other names, presumably to make it 
still more difficult). This is thought much 
of in Monte Carlo, but grows much better 
and more luxuriantly here. It has astounding 
properties, since it can easily be moved at 
any size. It does not mind heat nor cold. 
It grows well in a dry place, but much better 
in a wet one. It hkes the sun, but grows 
far larger in the shade. Unlike many exotics 
(nearly everything we have is exotic), it seeds 
itself in this country. It is the only plant 
really at home here which solves the leaf 
litter problem by the simple expedient of 
never dropping a leaf. These are only two 
out of many outstanding examples of 
neglected plants.—Yours, etc.,

Drifting to War 


The international aspect of the civil war 
in Spain is growing graver every day. 
From the beginning outside Powers have 
been taking a keen interest in the fighting. 
Mr. Anthony Eden has admitted in the 
House of Commons that certain nations 
have been helping the insurgents with 
munitions, if not, indeed, with men, while 
the Russians quite openly have been send- 
ing aeroplanes and tanks to the Madrid. 
Government. So far as can be gathered 
from the highly-coloured reports that are 
being sent out from both sides in Spain, 
virtually all the airmen who are fighting 


in the neighbourhood of Madrid are 


foreigners of one kind or another. Germans 
and Italians, who are disowned officially 
by their Governments, and, therefore, 
must be regarded as “ privateers,”” have 
given their services to the insurgent 
forces, while Russians and, apparently, 4 
certain number ot Frenchmen, are work- 
ing with the Government. During the 
last few days it has been reported that 
some six thousand German volunteers have 
landed in Spain. Detachments of Italians 
also are believed to have arrived at a 
southern port, while several thousand 
Moors have been transported across the 


i Straits of Gibraltar during the last week. 


Gradually the war in Spain is being 
transformed from a civil struggle into an 
international affair, in which nationals of 
foreign countries are fighting without the 
protection of their Governments. The 
patt of non-intervention still is being 
observed outwardly by all the signatories. 
with the exception of Russia, which ha: 
broken away from it with cynical frank- 
ness ; but, apart from Great Britain, none 
of the major Powers seems to be taking 


‘its obligations very seriously. The British 


Government has prohibited ships fiying 
the British flag from even carrying arms 
or munitions to Spain, and the Royal 
Navy has been given instructions to search 
any vessels that may be suspected of illicit 
traffic under pain of heavy penalties.

The 
British Government has set a high 
example of correct behaviour to the other 
nations; but, unfortunately, few of them 
have profited by it. The great danger is 
that sooner or later an ‘‘ incident '’ may 
occur setting a spark to the tinder with 
which Europe at the moment is strewn. A 
conflict that began as a military revolt 
against the Spanish Government has 
developed into a life and-death struggle 
between two political philosophies, and 
half the world seems to have taken sides. 
More than a hundred years ago the 
Spanish Peninsula was chosen by Great 
Britain as the ground on which to laune® 
her mighty attack against ‘Napoleon. 
Some of Wellington's fiercest fighting took 
place un Spanish soil, and it is quite on 
the cards that, mutatis mutandis, history 
will repeat itself once again, Genera! 
Franco has met with unexpected opposi 
tion recently. He has been unable to 
capture Madrid in spite of strong effort» 
to invest the Spanish capital, and it seems 
as if the initiative has passed temporari'y 
from his hands to those of Seior Lary 
Caballero.

Unem- 
yment has been reduced in all the 
manufacturing States largely on account 
of the renewed activity of the armament 
firms, _ Millions upon millions of pounds 
are being spent in the production of 
weapons of war. Fighting aeroplanes are 
being turned out in enormous quantities ; 
hundreds of thousands of tanks are being 
produced, and the race for armaments is 
far more serious than it was in the years 
before the Great War. Even Great Britain, 
who led the movement towards disarma- 
ment, has been compelled by bitter circum- 
stances to reverse her policy in this 
respect. She has discovered that without 
adequate fighting forces no nation 
nowadays can hope to exert the slightest 
influence upon world affairs, and her 
factories are working overtime in an effort 
to set her defences in order before the blow 
falls. The blame for this condition of 
affairs must be laid at the doors of those 
countries that are being governed by 
dictatorships. They smashed thé Dis- 
armament Conference; they wrecked the 
League of Nations. By virtue of their 
aggressive policies they forced their peace- 
loving neighbours to strengthen their 
defences, thus creating a vicious circle 
which threatens to sweep the whole world 
into its devastating orbit. Germany, 
Italy and Japan stand together, carrying 
the standard of totalitarian absolutism, 
and making no secret of their determina- 
tion to expand, whatever may be the cost. 
The democracies are being isolated slowly 
but surely; if they do not take counsel 
together they will be annihilated. 


The Hidalgo 


Lecturing at University College, London, 
Professor Walter Starkie spoke of Cer- 
vantes as a mind of Shakespearian 
strength. He said that “ Don Quixote ” 
is no buffoonery, but a work which must 
be interpreted in the tragic sense if it is 
to be interpreted aright. In this Dr. Starkie 
asserted anew the opinion of the best 
English critics, which was not popular when 
it was put forward first by Charles Lamb. 
On the Continent, and especially in Spain, 
the setting of Cervantes beside Shakespeare 
as a tragic master seems no paradox. 
Writers whose ignorance of English denies 
them enjoyment of the poetry in the plays 
see only the grand outline of Hamlet or 
Macbeth, and they deny that these have 
the merits of the Spanish author's work. 
Here we meet the YMevitable dilemma, 
when works in different languages are 
compared ; critics always will be partial. to 
those which come home to them in the 
tongue of their childhood. When we 
assess the Spanish and the English 
masters, and make all due allowance for 
the linguistic difficulty, we feel that he of 
Arden has the advantage in one aspect 
after another. Yet there is just one 
quality in which Cervantes must be 
admitted to excel. He drew a gentleman. 
There is not in all] Shakespeare's splendid 
medley of humanity one character which 
we love as we are led to love Don Quixote, 
with tender respect and pity. Doubtless, 
Shakespeare drew the finest figures of 
womanhood in all letters in Rosalind, 
Perdita, Viola—women in happiness, 
women in sorrow, women noble and lovely. 
He drew no such men. His Cesar is a 
prig, his splendid Coriolanus is warped in 
pride, his Hamlet is morbid, his Lear is 
the author of his own woes, though Kent 
is a faithful servant and Adam a forlorn 
type of antique service. On the other 
hand, Don Quixote is noble always, even 
in absurdity. He is anxious to sperfd him- 
self; he is apologetic to the poor and 
defiant towards the mighty. If he had 
inherited Hamlet's uneasy duty he would 
have performed it with directness—he 
would have challenged Claudius and 
Denmark's rottenness. If he had been 
rejected of Rome, like Coriolanus, he 
would have died in heroic starvation, but 
In Lear's 
place he would have carried a happy heart 
into the wilderness of the world, or he 
would have fallen, perhaps, in clean battle 
for his throne. He never succeeded, it is 
true ; but Shakespeare's men always failed. 
The defeat of a Quixote was never shame 
ful—it was akin to victory. This creation 
of a wholly lovable, even if laughable, 
figure tg Cervantes’s claim to the tribute 
which Dr. Starkie cited ; and it is well, in 
a time when literature is almost uniformly 
disillusionised and sour, to be sent back to 
a hero of illusion who lifts our spirits, It 
may be the mora! of the story that gentle.

Whatever the reason for the 
shortage may be, the British Government 
cannot feel secure while it continues, and 
it may find itself compelled to take more 
drastic steps i) order to fill the ranks. 
One may be certain, however, that’ no 
form of conscription would be enforced 
until every other means had been tried; 
for the voluntary system in Great Britain 
always has had excellent results in the 
past, and cannot be lightly abandoned. 


Taxis for Tipplers 


In Tulsa, pride of Oaklahoma, the taxi- 
cabs have come to the rescue of the 
reveller. Taxi-cabs have been discharging 
this duty almost since their inception, but 
in Tulsa a very special effort has been 
made. The proprietors of two garages 
now provide a miniature breakdown gang, 
which may be summoned instantaneously 
by telephone. The breakdown gang con- 
sists of one taxi-cab, manned by two 
employés of the company. Both men 
assist the customer into the taxi-cab, and 
then one of them drives him home while 
the other follows with his motor car. The 
system obviates two sources of irritation. 
If the reveller had driven his own motor 
car, it 18 conceivable that he would have 
been annoyed later on by some officious 
clod of a police officer, with nothing better 
to do than to stop law-abiding motorists 
who happened to be driving home at five 
o'clock in the morning after a tiring day 
and three small whiskies. On the other 
hand, if the motorist decided that he was 
bored with driving his own motor car, and 
took a taxi-cab, it might happen on the 
following day that he could not recall 
precisely where the motor car had been 
left. What with rising taxation, seven 
children and a lot of other problems, it 
would be senseless to impose this addi- 
tional strain upon a mind already working 
at full pressure. Hence the Tulsa plan; 
and, while we believe that it will work on 
the majority of occasions, we hope that the 
inventors have not overlooked the one 
circumstance in which it would fall to the 
ground.

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THE REV. VISCOUNT 
MOUNTMORRES 


The Rev... Viscount Mcuntmorres, Rector 
of St. Paul's, Wokingham, died in a Reading 
nursing home yesterday, aged sixty-four. He 
had been ill for many weeks. The Rev. 
William Geoffrey Bouchard de Montmorency 
Viscount Mountmorres was born in Sept- 
ember, 1872. and was the sixth holder of the 
title. The Viscountcy—in the Peerage of 
Ireland—dates from 1763. It was. receded 
by a Barony, created in 1756, and a Baronetcy 
conferred in 1631. Visconnt Mountmorres 
succeeded his father in 1880. The family’s 
home was in Ireland. He was educated at 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he was an 
exhibitioner, and early in life was faced with 
the necessity of earning his living. He 
hecame director of Tropical Research at Liver- 

1 University, and was during his early 
ife explorer, commission and general mer- 
chant, journalist, lecturer, serial writer and a 
motor salesman. He was made a deacon in 
1913. and ordained in 1914, and later tra- 
velled widely in America, West Indies, Egypt, 
Morocco, the Sahara, Asia Minor and Africa, 
where he journeyed 10,000 miles. In 1907 
he acted as honorary A.D.C. to the Governor 
of Jamaica at the time of the Kingston 
earthqhake, and received the thanks of the 
Jamaican Government for his services in con- 
nection ~-ith the earthquake. He was Vicar 
of Swinton, 1917-25, and Vicar of South 
Farnborough, 1925-35. He was Rector of St. 
Paul’s, Wokingham, from 1935, and was 
Proctor in Convocation for the Diocese of 
Guildford. He was also a chaplain of the 
R.N.V.R., and was formerly a Lieutenant 
in the R N.V.R. In 1905 he was awarded 
the Society of Arts silver medal for contribu- 
tions to ethnography. He had lectured ex- 
tensively. He belonged to the Church of 
England, and when in 1935 a protest was 
made at Wokingham against certain altera- 
tions in the Services, he held that the Prayer- 
Book, which was framed for worship 300 
years ago, had to be adapted to modern use. 
His first wife, whom he married in 1893, died 
in 1931, and there is one daughter. In 1934 
he married again, and his wife was formerly 
Miss Temple Irene Cross, of the Hermitage, 
Isle of Wight. He is succeeded? by his 
cousin, the Rev. A. H. A. B. de Mont- 
morency, who has been Rector of Doune, 
Perthshire, since 1922.

No longer is there doubt as to these 
supplies, as Russia is sending, almost 
without disguise, tanks, lorries and guns, 
as well as munitions arid food stuffs, to 
the Spanish Government, against the 
supplies reaching General Franco from 


Germany and Italy. 


Armistice Plans 


Both France and Britain are anxious 
to put forward pro Is for mediation in 
Spain, but it is felt that little can be 
done until there is a complete cessation 
of all foreign help to either side. If such 
a situation can be reached the two partics 
would be invited to consider the terms of 
an armistice, in the hope that an end 
would be reached of the struggle that is 
wrecking Spain. People who hav. heen 
on a visit to the country are of opinion, 
however, that the civil war is one to the 
death, inasmuch as neither side will give 
way while it has the slightest hope of 
altimate victory. One side recalls the 
burnings and murders of the early days 
of the struggle, while the other bears in 
mind the execution of every Red who has 
fallen into the hands of the insurgents. 


Foreign Volunteers 


While it is known that there are foreign 
volunteers fighting for one side or the other 
in Spain, it is impossible to say with 
accuracy how many there are, though the 
number must be considerable. Until the 
arrival of the Germans there was a pre- 
ponderance of volunteers on the side of 
the Government. To balance the Germans 
who are supposed to be joining Genera! 
Franco, there are many Russians on the 
Government side. Frora France there are 
men in considerable numbers fighting on 
beth sides, though the great majority are 
for the Government. The British and 
Trish volunteers are comparatively few in 
number as far as is known, and these are 
divided between the two parties. 


Help for Belgium 


Mr. Eden was called upon in the House 
of Commons to-day to state if it Was in- 
tended that our engagement to support 0) 
armed force France and Belgium in the 
event of an act of aggression should bind 
us when such aggression arose as a result 
of action by France ander the Franco- 
Soviet pact, or through France's treatres 
with the Little Entente or Poland. in 
reply Mr. Eden said that engagements ui 
this country in the matter of assistance to 
France and Belgium under the Treaty ot 
Locarno were clearly defined m that agree- 
ment. While he could not undertake, whi!» 
negotiations for a new treaty Were tn pro- 
gress, to discuss the possible provisions vf 
that treaty, it was the Government's inter- 
tion that the scope of its obligations in the 
new treaty should approximate as closely 
as possible to those in the Treaty of 
Locarno. Asked whether our pledge to 
defend Belgium extended to the Belgian 
Empire, Mr. Eden said the gusrantees 
given under the Treaty of Locarno were 
clearly limited to Europe by the wording 
of the Treaty. 


Army Recruits 


The medical officer ct the recruiting 
headquarters in Great Scotland Yard to- 
day imspected the first batch of ‘* reduced 
standard ” recruits under the new scheme 
to encourage enlistment in the Army. The 
twenty three men are to be drafted to 
different units in the R.A.S. Corps, ani 
further decision as to their future will be 
taken at the end of the month. The Army 
authorities have come to the conclusion 
that, whereas the number of men capable 
of doing any job in the Army may be 
limited, there are men capable of doiny 
one job at least, this meaning that a man 
who has to wear spectacles will no longer 
be rejected, and men will no longer 
reguire to be oí certain height or weight or 
have the usual reguired chest measure- 
ments. It is agreed that chest measure- 
ments may be poor because the men do 
not know how to breathe properly. This 
does not convey that nobody will be in- 
eligible for the Army, but that men who 
in the usual way would be rejected will 
be eligible for all sorts of positions, which 
need not be filled by men who are 
absolutely physically fit. 


Preservation of the Countryside 


The Council for the Preservation o 
Rural England is to take up the eee. 
tion of country Janes and roads used by 
walkers from invasion by public service 
vehicles. The Council has ascertained the 
opinion of all its affiliated bodies and 
branches, and the matter will be placed 
before the Minister of Transport. Before 
public service vehicles can use a road or 
lane the consent of the Trafic Commis- 
sioners has to be obtained, and. at the 
same time, objections raised by local 
authorities and other interestg concerned 
are entitled to be heard. The Road Traffic 
Act, however, makes no reference on the 
matter of amenities, considering new 
roads for service vehicles solely from a 
traffic standpoint. The point at issue is 
that narrow roads which are not required

_ In 1924 the total consumption of electricity 
in Galway City amounteg to 312,000 units, 
and in 1934, with five years of the Shannon 
supply, the ¢éisumption of the e¢ity in- 
creased t6 2,041,000 units, or afi incfease of 
some 430 per cent. over the period. 

In 1924 the local industries of Galway 
City purchased 45,000 units of electricity 
for motive pow-r purposes, and in 1936 the 
consumption had risén to 757,000 units. In 
1924 the use of electricity for street light- 
ing. amounted fo 45.000 units, and ip i 
had ifitreased to 250.000 units. While the 
mcrease in consumption was 430 per cétit. 
thé revenue increase was only 75 per cent. 


THE SHANNON SUPPLY 


Dr. MeLaughlin said the increased use of 
electricity was an important factor ip the 
li. of the people, and the future of the 
economic structure of the State. 

“Take thé ecdndniic structure of the 
country as it éxists to-day,” he said, “and 
think of it for one mothent with the Shatinon 
scheme closed down. Practically every industt 
in the country would be at a standstill, 
practically every person employed in in- 
dustry would be standing idle, the cities and 
towns would be in darkness, business 
as we know it would be practically suspended 
oe the Whole cowttty. Momentary 
considerations of the confusion which would 
exist will make you appreciate why those 
responsible for the electricity supply are so 
extraordinarily careful and give so much 
thought to the maintenance of a safe and 
secure supply thronghont the country. We 
are ‘careful about the maintenance of steam 
stand-by plant. The tesults of ahy shut 
down in the écenomic life of the country 
would be so serious that nó risks whatever 
Cafi be taken in the sechrity of supply, and 
you may be certain that these responsible 
do riot take any risks.” 


MODERN INDUSTRY 


Electricity was the motive power of all 
modern industry, and there was no other 
motive power that could economically replace 
it. That was why all the new indestries in 
the Saorstat automatically turned to elec- 
tricity fot power purposes. One of the most 
striking factors about modern industry was 
that the workers had practically ceased to 
work with their hands. They had becoiti; 
instead the superintendents of machinery 
which did the actual work. This change 
has been brought about by two. con 
sidefatiotis—ore, the desire to lessen 
human labour, and the other to eheapen pro- 
daétion. The desire to lessen human labour 
had its utgs in the natural desire of the 

le to live what would be styled more 
civilised lives, to use their minds rather than 
their muscles, and to gét as far away as pos- 
sible from the stage in which man was more 
or less a beast of burden. In industry this 
stage Was well advanced. The physical 
health and length of life enjoyed by industrial 
workers to-day was much better than it was 
fifty years ago. 

Tí they twriéd from the fattory to the 
homie, they found exactly the samé develop- 
ment pfoceeding. Every housewife knew how 
hasd it was to-day to get domestie servants. 
The girls were trooping into the factories 
where they had the eight-hour day. There 
was only one solution to the problem of the 
working of the modern house, and that was 
the miechanisation, ás far as sible, of the 
fhajor plysieal tasks of runting a home by 
the tise of electficity. 


- THE RURAL ARBAS 


Referring to the rural areas, he said that 
people were flocking from them into the cities 
atid towns fot one reason only—because Jife 
was easier in the ¢itiés and towns.

FISHERY RATE OF 15/- 


CORMORANTS IN LIFFEY 


That cormorants are the greatest poachers 
in the River Liffey, taking trout and small 
fish in large quantities, was a report made 
to the Dublin Conservators of Fisheries at 
their meeting yesterday at Grafton street, 
Dublin. 

The Minister for Finance wrote with re- 
ference to the Liffey Reservoir Bill, 1956, 
stating that he could not see how the 
interests of Ringsend fishermen would be 
detrimentally affected under the provisions 
of the bill. 

The secretary, Mr. B, J. Newcombe, said 
that the Minister seemed to overlook the 
fact that sufficient water-was necessary to 
permit salmon and trout to go up the river 
to spawn. The Abbey fishermen at Limerick 
had been compensated to the extent of 
£40,000. and the Ringsend fishermen’s case 
was analogous. 

A fishery rate of 15s. in the pound was 
struck for the coming year, 


MORE IRISH BACON 


—-———“X— 
PIG SALES INCHEASED 


While there have been large increases in 
the number of pigs bought for curing by 
Irish bacon curers during the 48 weeks ended 
November 28 last, exports of live pigs by sea 
have declined. The net result has been a 
sale of 1,765,128 pigs for bacon curing and 
export during the. period mentioned, or 
129,902 more than for the corresponding 
period last year. 

Returns for the Irish Free State show that 
962,664 live and 57,520 dead pigs were bought 
by Irish bacon curers during the 48 weeks, 
as against 915,758 live and 68,941 dead in 
1935: while the number shipped alive was 
96,534 as compared with 102,895. 

In Northern Ireland, the number bought 
for curing was 602,995 against 467,702 in 
1935, while the number of live pigs shipped 
was 43,415 against 77,950.

IRISH FREE STATE HAS THE 
LOWEST 


The Irish Free State has the lowest 
prison population of any country in 
Europe, according to rough figures of the 
world’s prison population, which have been 
obtained by the Howard League fer Penal 
Reform. These figures, which, she stressed, 
should not be regarded as ‘tompletely 
accurate, were quoted by Miss Margery 
Fry, speaking at a luncheon of the League 
yesterday. 

They showed that per one hundred 
thousand of the population, the prison 
population in various countries was:— 
Irish Free State, 18.4; England and. 
Wales, 29.9: Scotland, 26.7; Northern 
Ireland, 30.9; Sweden, 38.5; Germany, 
157—not including, she thought, those in 
concentration camps—and Italy 126.
